They were parti- 
alarly learned inAftrology, Geography and in 
olitics, ſo that they had a very conſiderable _ 
afluence in all matters of a public or private 
ature, They had no Books but an extraor- 
linaryMemory,that made them capable of lear- 
ing ſometimes Twenty ThouſandVerſes, that 
dere as an Hiſtory of the praiſes of Great Men, 
hich they left to their Poſterity by way of 
radition, Their number was ſo very great, 
hat Stephanus ſpeaks of them as of a Nation.

In the Ifland ſtands 
Tower which is called to thisDay Ceſar's Tower, 
becauſe it is believed that he cauſed it to be built 
during bis ſtay in Geneva: There is a Clock in 
that Tower; and it might be of good ſervice to 
geſend that part of the Town againſt an Enemy. 
In the laſt Century there was found at the Foot of

In the Year 1650. one of the above- mentioned 
ridges, namely, the neareft to the South part of 
he City was burnt down with all the Houſes, 
hich being made of Timber. as well as the Houſes 
hat food upon it, were burnt in leſs than two 
Hours ſpace ; fix ſcore Perſons periſhing in the 
flames. A Miller choſe rather to ſave his Mother 
han his Wife ; but ſhe followed after in a Rage, 
wading in the Water up to her Chin, and eſcaped. 
other Woman, who lay ſick, and was to take 
Phyſick the next Morning, caft her ſelf out of the 
indow, and recovered her Life and her Health in 
he Rhone, having the good hap to eſcape out of 
he Water, after ſhe had thunned the Fire. In ſhort, 
bis Conflagration had done more Miſchief, had it 
ot been ſtopped by the Towers of Monnoye and 
hat of the Iſle or Ceſar's, which ſerved as Bars a- 
inſt the Flames. And it is obſervable that ſeve- 
il pieces of Timber kept burning in the Water a Foot 
leep, fo great was the violence of the Flames. But

The State-Houſe which ſtands upon the highe 
part of the Town, is a large and noble Free-ytong 
Building. It is ſquare, as well as the Court whic 


Porticos, in which the Buſts of ſeveral Roman Em 
perers in Stone are ſeen. On two ſides it faces tw 
Streets. In one of them, juſt oppolite to the State 

Houſe, is the Arſenal; in the other is a publick 
' MAMagazinein the ſecond Story, under which anyBod 
may walk or ſit, there being Benches made on pur 
poſe againſt the Wall. Over againſt that Mag 211M 
on one ſide, and the Arſenal on the other, ſtands; 
Ane Houſe, the firſt Story of which is open on both 
ſides, and filled up by a Company of Souldiers, tc 
guard the rage. Blouſe. There is juſt by it, at th 
the Meeting of four Streets, a very tine Water- ſpout 
very high with a large Baſon to receive the Water 
all of red and white Marble.

painted on the Wall, one of them without Hands, 
to ſignify that they ſhould take no Bribes, and the 
middle one hath but one hand holding the Ballance 
of Juſtice. The Chamber where the leſs Council 
meets generally, is hung all over with broad blue 
Cloth and deep yellow Velyet mixt, fo that one 
ripe is Velvet, and the other is Cloth. In a ſmall 
Room next to it, are the Pictures of the late Queen 
Anne, and the late King of Pruſſia in their full 
ength, given by them to the Republick. In one 
if the Apartments are ſeen alſo ſeveral Urns of dif- 
erent ſhape and bigneſs, which were found in the 
ear 1659 in the Ditch of the Ravelin of Ia None, 
nd antique Medals were alſo found there, when 
hey were making a crowned Work inſtead of the 
torn Work, which was demoliſh'd the Year before; 
ut not ſo much advanced from the City. There is 
lo ſeen a very large Stone which covered the high 
Utar of the Cathedral in Times of Popery. There 
re likewiſe Kitchens & other conveniences to dreſs 
jctuals, when the Council invites Perſons of Note 
Dinner or Supper; they being always treated in 
be Towyn-Houſe. The back part of it faces the 
eautiful Terraſs or Walk called La treille; and 
om thence they have a lovely Proſpect over Plain 
Palais and all the adjacent Country. The other, 
r fourth Wing or part of that magnificent Building 
contiguous to ſome Houſes of private Perſons. 


Another Building which exceeds this, and even 
be Palaces of ſome ſovereiga Princes for beauty ox 
ugeneſs, is the Hoſpital lately built. It is reckoned 
at it hath coſt Two hundred thouſand Crowns, 
hich have been raiſed there by the free Contri- 
tions of the Citizens. The Stones being near, 
id building being cheap, a Houſe that coſts 
much Money muſt be very large and magnificent. 
t's maintained partly by the Publick,and partly by 
ee Contributions. It conſiſts of two Courts; : =

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Firſt of which is ſquare, being made ſo by the four. 
angular Buildings that ſurround it. It's Front 3; 
adorned by a ſumptuous and very large Door, and 
a Spire with a Bell in it. Within the Court is a 
very large Chappel for the uſe of the Perſons who 
ate maintained there, in which a Miniſter preaches, 
who is appointed for that purpoſe, and has nothing 
elſe to do, but to take Care of their Souls. The 
Sick have alſo their particular Phyſician & Apothe. 
Cary. There is likewiſe an Apartment for the Direc- 
tors or Governours of the Houſe, who belong to the 
Council, and all other Apartments and Conveni- 
encies ſuitable to ſuch a Place. There is a fine Pj. 
ar and a black Marble Water-ſpout in the middle 
of the Court oppoſite to the great Door. 


Some Perſons give away their Eſtate to thigh 
| Houſe, and ſo are diſtinguiſhed from thoſe who 
are maintained there gratis: They having each 

of them a Room for themſelves, and particular 

Food, theſe not eating with the reſt. This is ver 

convenient, for People who having but a {mal 

Stock, would foon ſpend it if they lived wholly up

Plain Palais is a very large, imooth, greenPlace, 
planted with long Avenues of Trees and a Mall, 
which the above mentioned Henry Duke of Rohan 
cauſed to be made at his own Charge, about a hun- 
red Years ago, during his abode in this City. 


That beautiful Walk that hath the View of the 

two Rivers Rhone and Arve, as well as the ſeve- 
| other Walks in the Town, upon the Ramparts 
ill round the City, and without, upon the Lake 
jr the Boders of it, makes Geneva fo charming a 

ace, that no Strangers that ever have been in it, 
where they have beſides experienced the Civility of 

he Gentry and every Body to them) ever left it 
ithout regret ; and this Concourſe of Perſons of 
Duality makes it as the Court of the Alps. 


As for the extent of it's Territorys, it is impoſh- 
le to determine it, becauſe they are not contigu-

{thoſe Villages by the Lake or the Rhone. Their 
rreateſk extent from the Town to Verſoy, which be- 
ongs to France, is four Miles along the Lake, but 
hen very narrow.

All the Villages that make up this little G9. 
verum ent are 17 and handſome, the Land exceed- 
ing fruitful in Wheat, Paſture, Fruits and Wines 
both red and white, comparable to the Burgundy 
and Champagne Wines of France. It is encloſed 
between France and the Rhone. 


The chief Place that gives Name to that Man- 
de nent, is Peney, which had formerly a ſtrong 
Caſtle, which being for ſome Years in the hands of 
their Enemys, was very prejudicial to the City. It 
was, taken iti the Year 1536, and for that Reaſon 
demoliſh'd. The nextTown of note is Dardagny, 
that hath ſtill a Caſtle, but not ſtrong ; this Village 
may contain a hundred and fifty Houſes. Another 
Town in it is Satigny, which had formerly a Lord 
of it's own, ſometimes very troubleſome to his 
Neighbours and Geneva in particular. The other 
Towns are Reſſin, Peifſy, Chouglly, the upper

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This Lake was given to the Geuevoiſes by one 
of the Roman Governours, when that place was a 
Roman Colony, with other Lakes of the neighbour- 


ing Country, as appears by an old Latin Inſcription, 


which was, when Mr. Jacob Spon wrote his Hiſtory 
in Mr. Godefroy's Houſe ; but has been ſince that 
Time put in the State-Houſe, where I have ſeen it. 


There are near Geneva or the Proteſtant Rome, 
(as ſome. People have called it) feveial Quarries 
of Free-Stones, that run under the Lake. When 
the Water is ac the loweſt, they make within the 
Borders of it a little ſquare encloſed with four Walls. 
ln this ſquare they ſink a Pit, and dig for free-Stone,

The whole Body of the Students conſiſts of Ge- 
neuoiſes, French and Sui tgers, and the whole num- 
ber of thoſe Students chuſes every fix Months, one 
of their Body to be their Head or Pretor as they cal 
him.

_ raiſe himſelf he cunningly infinuated to the Com- 
mon, that the Magiſtrates deprived them unjuſtly 
of ſutidry Priviledges belonging to them; and in 
ort, induced them to riſe againſt their Magiſtrates, 
he City was then divided into two Parties; one 
Rood for the Council, 7 wir, all the Miniſters, 
French Refugees, the Garriſon & others ; and the 
other Party ſtood for the Commons. 'Things were 
carried ſo far, that fearing leaſt their Enemys ſhould 
Improve to their ruin this opportunity, the Syndicks
